Socialogical Torrance is one of tb 

most Interesting problems of th< 
west. Here is a city born and ^rei 
an aristocrat of its kind: Tprranc 
will never be a street gamin, cas 
into the activities of life and left tc 
fight its way out of the rut and gut 
ter of social evil. Torrance was 
born in the lap of luxury with a all 
ver spoon in its mouth, .but Torranc 
can never become a spoiled child o 
plutocracy. Torrance is a whit 
man's town, or manufacturer's Uto 
pia and a laboring man's Eden.

Contentment is a basic principle in 
the efficiency of labor. Liquor is the 
monstrous enemy of contentment. No 
this is not a temperance lecture, bu 
Torrance is a dry town, restricted for 
ever against liquor. The provision is 
a bed-rock of stability running with 
the land, and incorporated in tli 
grant deed and guarantee of title 
which is given to all property in Tor 
ranee.

Pat says: "Sure, you have flow 
ing wells of water, flowing wells o 
oil, flowing canals hooked up with 
the flowing sea, and not a drop to 
drink."

But listen, a lady came into my 
office to make a payment on the home 
which had been bought in Torrance 
three months ago. With tears in he 
eyes she leaned across my desk and 
said: "Just think. Pat has norbee.' 
to Los Angeles for five weeks and al 
the kiddies have new booties." Pat 
spent his money in Los Angeles for 
liquor. Pat is saving his money in 
Torrance, etc,

Torrance is an open-shop princi­ 
pality of industry, untrammeled by 
politics and free from bonded debt. 
A city where beauty, cleanliness and 
comfort are actually forced upon the 

.people. Regulations incorporated in 
the legal Declaration of the Domin- 
guez Laud Corporation, provide for 
those factors which make for happi­ 
ness and clean living. This declara- 
tion stipulates that streets shall be 
paved, that trees shall be planted on 
all streets under a well organized 
plan of beautiflcatlon. Thirty -acres 
of public park and playground are 
being established. Very splendid ser­ 
vice of street lighting and fire pro 
tection; water system and sewer 
mains are already Installed. The bur­ 
den of responsibility for all of these 
things has been assumed by the or­ 
ganizers of the city, and the people 
are being done for, Instead of being 
left to do for themselves. All im­ 
provements are included in the prices 
of land.

Under this organization, there is no 
foothold in Torrance for the tene­ 
ment, districts which like festering 
sores eat into the body politic, of 
the average factory town. Safetv, 
mentally, morally and physically is 
incorporated in the sociological con­ 
struction of this ideal industrial com­ 
munity.

Although this city js but eighteen 
mouths old, already provision has 
been made for extensive athletic 
grounds; club rooms and other foiDu 
of entertainment for the factory em­ 
ployees and their wives and children. 
Residents of Torrance today are pio­ 
neers but they have not been asked 
to fell trees, hew log huts and blaze 
trails into an unknown future.

Certain conditions in Los Angeles 
are distinctly unfavorable to (he wel­ 
fare of the factory employee. Leav­ 
ing bis plant at night tired and dirty, 
in order to get to the home within 
bit rental or purchase means, it Is 
necessary for him to stand in a 
crowded car for many minutes. In 
Torrance when the whistle blows., a 
tfaree-uiluute's walk lit bracing sea­ 
born ulr briugti the uniployue to Ills 
own fireside. Perhaps one among

you may appreciate the deep-seats! 
advantage of such an organization to 
ward the amelioration of the condi­ 
tions of the laboring man. There li 
no sentimentality In this phase of «  
industrial center for civilization hai 
some to demand it. It is difficult t< 
overcome conditions and^banlsh evli 
but Torrance has the battle won in 
its beginnings.

Proper housing of the employee* 
of large Industrial plants is one o
he big problems that confront th< 

builders and developers of industrla 
cities. It should be done on a scien
ific plan without regard to specula 
:lve profits, according to C. L. Close 
an expert of the United States Stee 
Corporation, in a communication 
which ha* just come to the Torrance
chamber of commerce. Mr. Qose 

also tells why the wo'rker in the sub­ 
urban factory center works more 
comfortably and efficiently than tbe 
worker in the crowded cities.

He says:

"Plans which are proper for Amer- 
can workmen with families are un- 
luited to tbe needs of foreign labor­ 
ers who desire to live here at the 
lowest possible cost, according to thj» 
lowest standards of Europe, to
which they have been accustomed.

Proper Conditions

"Behind all these proUlem* lies 
the most Important one of all. An 
Industrial enterprise must be con­ 
ducted that it shall earn eno-ugh to 
provide proper working conditions 
fpr Its employees,Vo pay fair wages, 
and to return a reasonable profit to

those who have invested the! 
money.

It seems, sometimes, that this las 
necessity is overlooked, yet It is ai 
important as anything can be. No 
much good can be done by any cor­ 
poration through excellent workfh 
conditions, high wages and goo 
housing of its employees, if the com­ 
pany goes into bankruptcy. It ii 
easy to forget that the first need o 
the workman Is employment, an 
that employment depends upon the 
success of the business which fur 
uishes it.

Much Money Needed
"The housing of employees re 

quires the expenditure of large sunn 
of money. That money must b< 
taken out of the business, as pan 
of the capital of the enterprise; II 
must yield returns to those who have 
nvested in building bouses for em­ 

ployees will not bring any such re- 
urn* a* money employed In the 

manufacture and sale of the prod­ 
ucts of industry.

"Therefore a board of directors is 
:omp«lled seriously to consider how 
'ar they can properly withdraw cap- 
tal for tbe construction of Industrial 

bouse* and villages."

GREAT PROJECTS AIDED
BY WEALTH, ENERGY

Active Campaign to Bring Other
Plants to City Is Under

Promoters of industrial cities 'are 
lending great assistance in the or­ 
ganized movement for the upbuilding 
of the manufacturing activities in 
Southern California.

The men behind these projects 
readily realize that the extent of the 
success is limited only by the num­ 
ber of factories which are erected in 
the industrial city townsites, there­ 
fore they are prosecuting an active 
campaign to bring manufacturers to 
the Southland:

Representatives of the different In­ 
dustrial cities constantly are negoti­ 
ating with manufacturers in the East 
in an endeavor" to have them relocate 
In Southern" California or to have 
them erect a Pacific Coast v plant in 
he new towns, which are suburbs of 

oLs Angeles. .

The work of these men is made 
somewhat easier by the industrial 
bureau of the chamber of commerce, 
which is assembling statistical infor­ 
mation on manufacturing operations 
n the Southland, showing the needs 

and advantages for factories in this 
section.

Southern California offers many 
natural advantages for manufact.ur- 
ng, the balmy climate making it 

possible to operate all plants 12 
months in the year with a minimum 
expense for heating and lighting.

There is abundant territory In and 
adjacent to the industrial cities 
which are being established, assuring 
ample land for expansion of big 
plants. The development of model 
residence communities in the differ­ 
ent cities already has received a vast 
amount of attention, and the result 
has been that cosy homes are avail- 
ble for the worklngmen.

Rapid strides have been made dur- 
ng the last 18 months, at Torrance, 

which now has several large factories 
n operation. Negotiation* are being- 
conducted with other* with the view
f having them located in that city.
